VACATIONS FO MINISTERS. 


What Some Baptist Preachers Think 
of Fishing and Sammer Hollidays. 


At à recent conference of Baptist 
ministers in New York, the topic of 
„Vacations“ was freely discussed. The 
following clipping from the Sun's re- 
pert of the debate, makes entertaining 
reading. 

Brother Foote said that ministers 
are guilty of a species of fraud in call- 
ing attention so clamorously to the 
excessive fatigue they undergo. Min- 

. isters have no right to ask alms—they 
are nut harder worked than other 
classes of men. In fact they are ex- 
empted from the perplexities, the 
anxiety, and the strain at heart that 
the men of business have to endure. 
Brother Gault believed in vacations. 
He studied and worked hard for eleven 
months, and, when he came back at 
the end of a month of rest, he was 
worth twice as much—his congrega- 
tion thought so too. He didn't fish-- 
fishing was an abominable occupation 
—the most abominable occupation 
ever invented—he never caught a fish 
in his life and he dido’t want to. 
„That's the reason yeu don't want 

to!“ said Dr. Miller. Mr. Gillette 
took a vavation when he could get one. 
Had one every year. He didn’t ask 
for it; his people gave it. Nothing 
sickened his soul more than to seea 
minister begging for sympathy, affec- 
tion, support, ete. He had ityall and 
more than he deserved. But he did- 
't ask for t. Mr. Grinnell said that 
for bodily recreation nothing did him 
so much good as to go out bluefishing. 
It is grand fun, especially when the 
waves run high. Mr. Hedden liked 
to fish, even if he didn’t get a bite. 
He could think while fishing, even 
when catching no fish. .

for the mental and moral nature is di- 
verted inte a new channel. Dr. Lodge 
said that in three months a minister 
does harder work than any lawyer in 
New York city does in a year. If 
lawyers should write such sermons 
as ministers write, it would prostrate 
the lawyers. Dr. Lodge thought that 
it was unfortunate that such a decided 
stand had been taken in opposition to 
vacations. ‘Some old ladies reading 
the Sun to-morrow morning,” he said, 
vill chuckle and say, That's what I 
always thought—ministers ought to 
stay at home and read; and men will 
say, ‘Just the pastor I would like— 
one who don’t need a vacation!’

The rive: is higher than before for 
three years, at the same season of the 
year. Crops never looked better than 
at present. There will be at least one 
thousand tons of barley harvested on 
the sink of the Carson, from not more 
than 1200 acres. This is coming very 
near to an average of one ton to the 
acre--a very good yield for Nevada— 
and eclipsing by far any crop ever be- 
fore produced in Churchill. At Still- 
water there is one field of 400 acres 
that will harvest, it is estimated 450 
tons. It is literally a prairie of barley 
and to see it waving and nodding in 
the summer breeze is enough to fill 
one who is accustomed to the never 
ceasing monutony of sand aud sage- 
brush, with ecstatic joy. Our valley

tent with that plague of the West— 
the winged grasshopper. They have 
put in an appearance in some portions 
of the valley,but bave not come ia suf- 
ficient numbers to damage the crops. 
It is feared by many that what there 
are, will deposit their eggs and make 
a general havoc next year. If they 
lay their eggs on the desert, 
this is likely to be the case, but 
if they should deposit them in the 
fields, we are of the opinion that they 
will be destroyed by the first irriga- 
tion in the spring by overflowing the 
entire field, as we do, before they are 
yet hatched, but, if we are te nave 
them, have them we must. Alfalfa 
crops are notextra on the sink this 
season, yet good crops will probably 
be harvested.

A WRONG VIEW OF THE CASE. 


Quoting an item from the GazETTE 
on the fishing question the Truckee

When we remember that the fisher- 
men have always boasted of the illegal 
methods by which these 10,000 pounds 

week were caught, we are unable 
to mingle our tears with those of the 
GazErrx. It a den of smugglers had 
been broken up at Pyramid lake, 
would the Gazette lament the consc - 
quent loss of busioess? For the er- 
co ent of our sage brush neigh- 
bor, we will state that Rene and 
Wadsworth will probably suffer noth- 
ing. By means of seines, drag nets, 
wheels, spears, grab-hooks and other 
nefarious contrivances, the usual 
amount of trout will probably be tak- 
en annually. The law heretofore had 
no terrors for these squaw-wived gen- 
try, and it is not probable the new 
decision will receive much attention. 

This does our fishermen great injus- 
tice. Some of the best men in 
Washoe county engage in fishing in 
Pyramid lake part of every year for a 
_ livelihood. Eminent lawyers,who have 
examined tle case, assure these men 
that there is no legal reservation there, 
and they thought they had a perfect 
right there. They have been induced, 
we think mistakenly, to appeal to the 
district court and make an aggressive 
tight for the upsetting of the reserva- 
tion. The Gazetre has advised that 
they recognize the validity of the 
grant, and that a combined and strong 
etfort be made to reduce it and get a 
pardon for the fishermen. One thing 
is certain, the land is owned by 


the United States, and whether it is 


‘held as an Indian reservation or not 


‘the authorities have a great advantage 
over parties who have no claim either 
by homestead, pre-emption or settle“ 
ment, to the land on the shore where 
they go te fish. We greatly fear that 
the fishermen are listening to bad ad- 
visers and will suffer for their bold- 


ness. ay
